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16. (Currently Amended) A computer program product for deploying compon e nts a 
component of a site between systems in a portal framework, the computer program product 
comprising: 

a computer readable medium; and 

computer program instructions, recorded on the computer readable medium, executable 
by a processor, for performing the step of: 

designating a component of the site intended for export; 

stor i ng ass e ts collecting at least one obiect of a the component of a site des i gnat e d for 
e xport as in an individual export filer 

co l lecting tho i ndividua l export fil e i nto a group export fi le ; 

wherein the at least one obiect includes at least one non-file asset configured to operate 
on the system at the remote location: 

transferring the group e xport f i l e to a individual export file to a system at a remote 
location; and 

extracting each obiect fromj he individual e xport fi le from th e group e xport fi le ; and 
e xtract i ng th e ass e ts of th e compon e nt from th e i nd i v i dual e xport fi le to a p l ura l ity of 

l ocat i ons on tho system at th e r e mot e l ocat i on;

system at a remote location; 

a means for transferring the group export file to a system at a remote location; and 

a second deployment manager on the system at the remote location operable to extract
